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Applicant has failed to timely respond to the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment 
letter (PTOL-324) mailed 2/1 5/06. The letter indicates that a failure to timely respond 
will result in non-entry of the amendment if the non-compliant amendment is a 
preliminary amendment. It is noted that Rule 1.115 defines a preliminary amendment 
as an amendment that is received in the Office on or before the mail date of the first 
Office action under Rule 1.104. Rule 1 .104 describes a first action on the merits 
(FAOM). Therefore, the non-compliant amendments were preliminary amendments 
filed before the mail date of any FAOM, and applicant's amendments canceling non- 
elected claims 14-20 and changing the title have not been entered. 

Claims 14-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 10/31/05. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: (1) means for holding discrete treated objects or powder-like substances 
having perforations allowing free passage of gas around said objects as claimed in 
claims 7-9 and as illustrated in Figs. 2, 3 and 10-15; and (2) object holding means 
having at least two cores installed on shafts and at least one of the shafts is connected 
to a motor for rotation of continuous media as claimed in claims 12 and 13 and as 
illustrated in Figs. 17, 20 and 22. The species are independent or distinct because they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of 
operation, and effects. 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-6, 10 and 11 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
